Corps, shall not be entitled to such initial outfit allowance ; 
Provided further that if the person , so selected for Commission in the 

Girls Division of the National Cadet Corps, fails to qualify in her 
pre- commission training , she shall either return the amount advanc - . 
ed to her on account of outAt allowance or will return the items of 
uniform thus purchased , as may be specified on this behalt by the 

State Government; 
( d ) in the case of Senior Wing, an outfit allowance of Rs. 50 / - for the 

maintenance of her uniform at the end of every year of service in the 

National Cadet Corps ; 
( e ) in the case of Senior Wing , an honorarium of Rs. 50 / - per month for a 

period of 9 months in a year. The payment of honorarium will be 
without prejudice to the payment of pay of rank admissible to NCC 

Officers ; 
( 1 ) in the case of Junior Wing , free uniform on being selected for Commis 

sion as per scale laid down by the Ministry of Defence, Government 

of India , from time to time ; 
Provided that it the person so selected for Commission fails to qualify in 

her pre - commission training , she shall return the items of uniform 

as may be specified by the State Government from time to tiine ;

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allowance shall be admissible for journeys of less than 6 hours and half the daily 
allowance shall be admissible for journeys exceeding 6 hours but not exceeding 
12 hours, while for journeys of longer duration full daily allowance shall be 
admissible for every 24 hours.

Women Selected for Pre- Commission Training . - ( a ) A woman selected for 
training as an officer in the Senior Wing of the Girls Division will be entitled to 
an allowance of Rs. 7 / 8 / - per day and a woman selected for training as an officer 
in the Junior Wing of the Girls Division will be entitled to an allowance of Rs. 4 / 
per day, for every day of attachment to the Armed Forces Unit / School/ Centre, 
including intervening Sundays and Holidays.

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( b ) A woman selected for training as an officer in the Girls Division will be 
entitled to one First Class fare by the shortest route , or actual cxpenditure incur 
red in travelling by road between stations not connected by rail, subject to the 
limitations laid down in the note to sub - para ( c ) of this paragraph while pro 
ceeding for preliminary military training to an Armed Forces Unit / School/ Centro 
from the town in which the school/ college to which the woman belongs is located . 
A similar allowance will be paid for the return journey . 

NOTE - If a woman is ordered to proceed on such preliminary military 
training during vacation this travelling allowance shall be paid from her place of , 
residence . 

( c ) Daily allowance , at the rate specifed below , shall be paid to a woman 
selected for training as an officer of the Senior or Junior Wing of the Girls Divi 
sion , undertaking journey under sub -paragraph (b ) of this paragraph from the 
time the journey begins to the time it ends for each of the onward and return 
journeys; except that no daily allowance shall be admissible for journeys of less 
than 6 hours and half the daily allowance shall be admissible for journeys exceed . 
Ing 6 hours , but not oxcceding 12 hours while for journcys of longer duration , full 
daily allowance shall be admissible for every 24 hours . For parts of 24 hours , in 
excess of 24 hours the method of calculation adopted will be the same as that.

( d ) The outAt allowance mentioned in rule 34 , admissible to the Senior Wing 
larly officers of the Girls Division will be placed at the disposal of the respective 
Circle Commanders of the women selected for pre -commission training . The 
Circle Commander will be responsible to provide such woman trainees with the 
Items of uniform as may be required for the pre - commission training. The 
unexpended portion of the said allowance will be disposed of as under : 
(i) It will be handed over to woman trainee on her being granted commis 

sion ; or 
(ii ) it will be refunded to the State Government in case the woman traince 

is not granted a commission . 
NOTE . - ( 1 ) Items of uniform thus purchased shall become the personal property 
of the woman oficer trainee on being commissioned , 

( 2 ) In case the woman officer trainee desires to withdraw herself from the 
pre -commission training or she is removed or withdrawn prior to her completion 
of pre - cominission training the items of uniform purchased will be auctioned by 
such authority as may be specified in this behalf by the State Government and the 
proceeds shall he credited to the State Government, 

( e ) The Junior Wing woman officer trainccs will be provided with such items of 
uniform as may be required for pre - commission training free of cost by the 
Central Government. 


Officers and cadets when travelling to and from their camps will be sane 
tioned travelling allowance amounting to actual expenditure incurred at con 
cessional rates as laid down in serial No. 6 of Annexure to rule 114 of the Indian 
Railway Conference Association , Coaching Tariff No. 18 .

ment Board , Ranikhet, for the regulation and control of loud speakers in the 
Ranikhet Cantonment, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses ( 28 ), ( 38 ) ann 
( 39 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924 ), are 
hereby published for general information , the same having been previously pub 
lished and having been approved and confrmed by thc Central Government as 
required by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act , namely : 


BYE - LAWS FOR THE REGULATION AND CONTROL OF LOUD SPEAR 

ERS WITHIN THE LIMITS OF RANIKHET CANTONMENT 


. Except with the permission of the Cantonment Executive Officer and on such 
conditions as may be imposed under these bye- laws, no person shall make use of 
any loud spcakcr or other electrically or mechanically operated means of amplily 
ing sound, whether stationary or Atted to any motor lorries or other moving 
vehicle , within the limits of the Ranikhet Cantonment. Provided that no such 
permission shall be necessary for the use of any loud speaker for any purpose 
which , in the opinion of the Executive Officer , is oficial. 


2 . An application for obtaining permission shall be submitted to the Executive 
Ollicer who may, with due regard to public safety and convenience in his discre 
tion , refuse or grant permission and while granting such permission he may 
impose any reasonable conditions in respect of the use of the apparatus. The 
Board may from time to time issue instructions for the guidance of the Executive 
- Oficer in regard to this matter . 


3. Any permission given or condition imposed under these bye - laws may he 
withdrawn or varied by the Executive Oficer where such withdrawal or variation 
. Appears necessary in the interest of the public. 


+ Any person aggrieved by an order of the Executive Oncer made under 
these bye - laws may appeal to the Cantonment Board within 10 days from the date 
of the communication of such orders to him . 


5 . Any contravention of the provisions of these bye-laws shall be punishable 
with Ane which may extend to rupees one hundred and , in the case of a continu 
- ing contravention , with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first 
such contravention ,
